THE I.ATE PRINCE IMPERIAL. 


On the occasion of the removal of 
the body of the prince imperial from 
the royal arsenal at Woolwich to 
Chiselhurst Saturday the whole dis 
tance will be traversed at a walking 
pace by a procession reaching Camden 
House about 8 o'clock. 
The whole of 
Wolwich garrison will proceed seper- 
ately to Chiselhurst to participate in 
the funeral. 
All the bells will 
be tolled 
as the corpse 
leaves 
Woolwich. 
On arriving at the Cam- 
den House the coffin will be carried 
by officers or artillery into the hall 
where the body of the emperor laid in 
state. 
The hall will be draped in 
white. 
The corpse will remain until 
11 o'clock, during which time mass of 
requiem will be celebrated in the 
presence of a select party, by Father 
Gordard, chaplin to the empress 
The 
officers 
will 
then 
re- 
place the body in the carriage 
and a procession will be formed, con- 
sisting of the first class of cadets of 
the military academy, with reversed 
arms, a mounted band of artillery, 
and then the coffin. The mourners 
are expected to include the prince of 
Wales, duke of Connaught, and duke 
of Cambridge, besides the French not- 
ables. 


The Church of St. Mary is distant 
only half a mile from the house, but 
the procession will follow a devious 
route to avoid declivities. 


It is expected there will be a crowd 
of 100,000 spectators present. 


The 5th lancers will keep the route. 
Three batteries of artillery on the 
commons will fire minute guns dnr- 
ing the progress of the })rocession. 


The cadets will fire three rifle vol- 
leys as 'the body enters the church. 
The officers will carry the coffin from 
the gun carriage and file out of the 
side door, leaving the remaining duties 
to the friends of the deceased. 


The ceremonies will consist of a 
short mass and will probably be con- 
cluded by noon. 
Three chairs used 
by the imperial family have been 
placed inside the altar rail. 
Ex-Em- 
press Eugenie will occupy her chair. 


The members of the Bonaparte fam- 
ily present will be stationed outside 
of the sanctuary rail on the right and 
left of the altar, and members of the 
household in the front. 


The pavillion on the deck of the 
Enchantress has been fitted up as a 
mortuary. 


The following are already at Chisel- 
hurst to attend the funeral :

the President. 


A Liberal Eesponse Hoped 


For. 


The Hon. J. K. Edgerton, president 


Wayne Medical College, has issued 
the following appeal, which should 
meet with a hearty and liberal re- 
sponse : 


This college was organized May 


31st, 1878. At the session of 1878-9, 
commencing October 1st last, thirty- 
four students were matriculated, and 


and liabilities' contracted, including 
the salary and traveling expenses 
of the professor of anatomy, rent and 
furniture of college rooms, fuel, prink- 
ing, etc., overran the income and left 
a deficit of a little .over $1,500. With 
a single exception—that of professor 
of anatomy—the instruction on the 
part of the faculty was gratuitous. 


The college'was organized without 


a capital stock or funds, although the 
articles of association authorize its 
conversion into a joint stock com- 
pany. 


To provide for the existing debt, 


and to create a fund, which it is be- 
lieved will be adequate for future 
wants, and put the college on a suln 
stantial foundation as a permanent 
medical school in this ciiy, the board

MEDICAL COLLEGE. 


An Appeal for Help From 
the President. 


A Liberal Response 
For. 


Hoped 


The Hon. J. K. Edgerton, president 
of the board of trustees of the Fort 
Wayne Medical College, has issued 
the following appeal, which should 
meet with a hearty and liberal 
sponse: 


This college was organized May 
31st, 1878. At the session of 1878-i) 
commencing October 1st last, thirty 
four students were matriculated,, and 
eleven were graduated. 
The total in 
come was from fees alone. The expenses 
and liabilities contracted, including 
the salary and traveling 
expenses 
of the professor of anatomy, rent and 
furniture of college rooms, fuel, print- 
ing, etc., overran the income and left 
a deficit of a little over $1,500. 
With 
a single exception—that of professor 
of anatomy—the instruction on the 
part of the faculty was gratuitous. 


The college was organized without 
a capital stock or funds, although the 
articles of association authorize its 
conversion into a joint 
stock com 
pany. 


To provide for the existing debt 
and to create a fund, which it is be 
lieved will be adequate for future 
wants, and put the college on a sub- 
stantial foundation as a permanent 
medical school in this ciiy, the board 
of trustees have authorized the open 
ing of a subscription for $5,000 of 
capital s ock in shares of $25 each, of 
which it is proposed to call in at 
present (on the completion of the sub 
scription) thirty percent only, leaving 
the residue subject to assessment as 
may be necessary. 
Mr. Jesse L. Wil 
liams has opened the subscription with 
$500, or one-tenth of the whole sum 
asked for. Other citizens have already 
subscribed over $1,700 more, mostly 
in $100 subscriptions. 
The whole 
amount should be promptly taken in 
Fort Wayne, so that the arrangements 
for the fall session of the college on 
the first of October next, can at once 
be perfected. 


The purpose of the corporators and 
trustees in organizing this college was 
to establish in Fort Wayne a medical 
school that would be a credit to the 
city, and second to none in the west. 
Our city is well located for such 
school. We can afford ample facili- 
ties for instruction in medicine and 
surgery, and for clinical instruction we 
have two excellent hospitals. 
Fears 
of depredations upon the graves of 
our dead because of a medical school 
here are groundless. No violation of 
law will TO tolerated, and the neces 
sity of grave robbing has been re- 
moved by legislation, originating with 
this college, providingadequate means 
whereby anatomical subjects can be 
obtained without violating law or any 
rights of humanity. The need of higher 
attainment and character in the medi- 
cal profession of Indiana is apparent, 
and there are many and weighty argu- 
ments which all intelligent and pub- 
lic spirited citizens will appreciate, in 
favor of a medical college here; but 
unless this stock subscription or some 
equivalent aid can be promptly ob- 
tained, the college may fail and the 
hope of its revival be far removed. 
With this aid it can be made per- 
manent and successful. Shall the aid 
be ^ v e n or not?
